COMES BACK AT SEVENTY

Remarkable Career of A. W. Boyd
Fallure at 70, Success at 80

a4 young man of settled habits 14
his habits are not settled, it 18 no
place for him.'"

“Erect under the welght of his &4

years, with white halr and flowing
beard, A. W, Boyd of Moorcroft and
St. Paul, who “came back" at Lhe

nge of seventy, expressed this sent-
iment as he paused a mowment In &
noonday walk thru the business dis-
triet. Coming to Wyoming at the
age of three score and ten, when
most men consider their life course
finlshed, he recuperated [financial
losses mnd virtually began life anew,
Today he Is a wealthy flockmaster
with homes in two states,” says the
Sherldan Post.

His story—the story of this white
haired man who struck his stride 20
Years beyond the half-century mark
=is In many respects remarkable.
He went to Casper In the late nine-
tles, when that city was one of the
wildest “sheep towns” In the state.
There, thru the ald of friends, he
found employment ‘without salary.
Hiz employer soon discovergd that
his ‘new employee could cover more
ground In a day than he himself, at
half the uge. Finding hls services
not only not worthless but valuable,
he placed him on a salary of $860 a
month and board, and thus was lald
the nucleus of a comfortable fortune,
And there, ns a herder, he gained
the start which brought him wealth
and affluence. He became the own-
er of a large tract of the so-called
desert land and engaged In  sheep
raising, Although a “sheep rian” he
lived In pence and harmony ith the
“eattle men” around him. Bur he
feit that the fertile plalns of eastern
Wyoming were destined for better
use than sheep feeding,. He heard
Professor Campbell lecture and be-
came Interested In his system for
conserving the rainfall in the semi-
arid west and thus turning the great
cattle and sheep ranches Into cultiva-
ted farms. Acting with the character
istic energy of a man elghty-three
years young, he enrolled in the Camp
bell Correspondence School of Soll
Culture—the youngest boy “In the
bunch-and began a systematic study
of scolentific soll llage, and today
he s turning his sheep ranch into
& farm under the [ustructions ol
Professor Campbell and his  assocl-
ates. Not long ago he made a visit
to Lincoln, Nebraska, to meet his
Instructors, and assured Professor
Campbell an enthuslastic audience
from the adjacent sheep and cattle
ranches, if he could find time t o
stop off at Mcorcroft and give a
tatk. To all of us old men of ffty,
Mr. Boyd, young at eighty-four and
a school boy, is a constant Inspire-
tion,
